From Revuter’s CorRresPonpent. 
ATHENS, Friday. 

The wildest rumours are current here 
to-night, following the resignation of the 
Government as the result of a disagree- 
ment in regard to a contract for the con- 
struction of roads in Greece. 

An alarmist Royalist newspaper supple- 
ment has appeared, but up to the present 
the disquieting reports must be taken 
with the utmost reserve. It is hoped that 
the pourparlers of fhe political leaders 
will result in a prompt solution of the 
erisis. 

HOW THE TROUBLE AROSE. 

The trouble in the Cabinet arose owing 
to M. Metaxas, the Minister of Com- 
munications, insisting on the contract for 
road building being granted to the firm of 
Messrs. Macris, which has the backing of 
the Asiatic Petroleum Company. 

M. Cafandaris, the Minister of Finance, 
and M. Michalakopoulos, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, accepted the choice of M 
Metaxas, but M. Papanastassiou, the 
Minister of Agriculture, insisted on the 
contract being given to Messrs. Prezani 
Capsambeli, who have English and Ameri- 
can firms behind them. 

As no decision is valid 
sicnature of all four party leaders, a 
crisis ensued. M. Zaimis, the Prime 
Minister, immediately informed the 
President of the Republic of the conflict. 
It believed that the Government will 
be reconstituted by M. Zaimis, and will 
not include M. Papanastassiou, whose 
leanings towards the Left have been a 
constant source of difficulty for the 
Government.

EXD OF CORK SPINNING 
FACTORY.

TO BE SOLD AS SCRAP. 


From Our Specrat CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Friday. 

The only offer made to-day for the purchase 
of the Cork Spinning and Weaving Company 'a 
premises and plant by private treaty was 
regarded as utterly inadequate. The final 
effort to reopen this, the only linen factory 
in the Wree State, therefore, has been 
unavailinc. It has been decided in the clr- 
cumstances to divide the property into lots 
and dispose of it next Wednesday. It in- 
cludes 47 houses, with manager's and fore- 
man's residences, and the machinery will be 
sold as scrap. 

Almost two years ago the company went 
into liquidation, and since then the premises 
have been lying idle, with the result thas 
900 employés have been thrown out of work. 

The only bid made to-day was £2,000, and 
this the liquidator regarded as ridiculous, in 
view of the fact tha the cost of erecting the 
premises and installing the present machinery 


would be over £160,000.

ship. The general view was that the 
incident of which Lord Dalmeny com-

their dinner. Regret was expressed at 
the present position, and it was hoped that 
some means would be found of smoothing 
things over. 

Mr. E. A. Illing, father of the two 
brothers who were said to have fired the 
shots, stated that the dispute had been 
going on for two years. He thought that 
the matter might be settled by concessions 
on each side. 

In a statement regarding the brothers 
Iiling, Mr R. Monks said—‘ If I was mis- 
informed as to what took place in the 
hunting field two years ago, then I 
apologise for what I have said about them 
in connection with the Prince of Wales.” 

The incident referred to was an alleged 
protest by the Illings, in the presence of 
the Prince of Wales, against the hunt 
going over their land. 

The apology, said Mr. Wigley, was 
accepted by Mr. E. A. Illing and Mr.

BANKERS CONFIDENCE 
IN THE FUTURE. 
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Sir Austin E. Harris, deputy chairman 
of Lloyds Bank, Ltd., struck a very con- 
fident note with regard to British 
prosperity at the annual meeting of the 
bank shareholders in London yesterday. 

No one who has studied the industrial 
difficulties of the post-war period (he 
said) ean have failed to notice how, one 
by one, obstacles which formerly seemed 
to stand in the way of a return to 
prosperity are being removed from our 
path. 

In reviewing the general 
industry and trade, two features of a 
very gratifying nature stand out as 
beacons of encouragement and hope.

MOTORISTS’ STRANGE

A Maidstone motorist, while driving 
from London to his home during Thursday 
night, had an extraordinary encounter 
with a fox.

A NY hopes there may have been of a 

reduction of income tax in the next 
Budget were dashed by Mr. Winston 
Churchill, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
in a speech at Birmingham last night. 

“Some people,’’ he said, “are beginning 
to talk about a reduction of sixpence in 
the income tax in the near future. With- 
out wishing to lower your spirits, 1 may 
go as far as to say that those who nurse 
these hopes are of a very -sanguine 
temperament. They must be people 
who take much more pleasure in building 
casties in the air than in adding up 
figures in a ledger.”’ 

If he had the money, Mr. Churchill 
said that it was not to the reduction of 
the standard of the income tax that he 
should in the first instance apply it. 


LOCAL RATES. 


He had referred before to the harassing 
burden of local rates upon productive 
industry and agriculture. If he had the 
money—which he certainly had not—an 
advance in the direction of revising the 
system of levying local rates would round 
off with singular completeness the 
financial policy ot the present Govern- 
ment 

In regard to expenditure, he thought 
that he would have a somewhat better 
tale to tell when he opened the Budget in 
April next. 


NO ELECTION THIS YEAR. 


Obviously there can be no general elec- 
tion in 1928, said Mr. Churchill. The 
Franchise Bill must be passed into law, 
and the new voters must take their place 
on the register. Ihe mere machinery of 
that process carries us on into the spring 
or summer of 1929.

MOTOR VEHICLES IN 
THE NORTH, 
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NEARLY 11,000 IN BELFAST 
ALONE, 


The Northern Ministry of Home Affairs 
has issued a return indicating the number 
of motor vehicles in the Six Counties. 

Belfast heads the list with 10,998, com- 
prising 5,226 private cars, 2,597 motor 
cycles, 1,911 goods vehicles, 632 hackneys 
and nine motor ploughs. 

This means that there is one motor to 
every 38 persons in Belfast. 

There are only 938 motor vehicles in 
Londonderry County Borough, including 
454 cars, 196 bicycles, 140 goods vehicles 
and 126 hackney motors. 

County Down is next to Belfast with a 
total of 6,228, made up of 2,471 cars, 2,205 
cycles, 947 goods vehicles and 481 
hackneys. 

County Antrim has 5,660; 

2.604; Armagh, 2,525; County 
2,120, and Fermanagh, 1,031. 

Altogether there are 13,502 motor cars 
in the Six Counties, 9,213 motor cycles, 
5,062 goods vehicles and 3,071 motor 
hackneys. 

There are 168 motor ploughs in the 
North, and of this number 58 are in 
Down, 44 in Derry, 30 in Antrim, 25 in 
Armagh, seven in Tyrone and four in 
Fermanagh.

FIRST STEP TOWARDS ITS 
ABOLITION. 


The Dublin Gazette announces that Mr. 
Henry J. O’Friel has been appointed 
Chairman, and Mr. Stephen A. Roche 
Vice-Chairman, of the General Prisons 
Board for Ireland. The former is Secre- 
tary, and the latter Assistant Secretary, 
to the Department for Justice. 

We are informed that the appointments 
are the preliminary step to the abolition 
of the Board in the pursuance of the 
Free State Government's policy to get rid 
of all boards of control of public services, 
such as the Board of Education, to men- 
tion only one. Since the death of Mr. 
Max Green in 1922 there has been no 
Chairman of the General Prisons Board, 
but The MacDermot, the Vice-Chairman, 
acted in that capacity up to his retire- 
ment on pension early last month. 

Mr. O’Friel and Mr. Roche have been 
appointed to explore the possibilities of 
the abolition of the board, with a view to 
bringing the prisons’ service directly 
under the control of the Department for 
Justice.

An arca covering six streets in this 
city is a mass of charred and burning 
débris this morning as the result of a fire 
which swept the centre of the business 
district yesterday and caused damage 
estimated by the Mayor and the Chief of 
the Fire Brigade at between seven and 
twelve million dollars. 

More than a score of buildings, includ- 
ing three theatres, three banks, three 
hotels, and several very large office build- 
ings, were reduced to blackened walls. 


HELP FROM FIFTY MILES AWAY. 

Fire brigades were summoned from 
points as far distant as Providence and 
Boston, and they continued to pour thou- 
sands of gallons of water on to the blazing 
buildings until 3 a.m., when the fire was 
finally got under control—eight hours 
after the first alarm was given. 

The outbreak appears to have started 
in an abandoned cotton mill, and was 
fanned by a strong wind, which was the 
principal cause of its extension to so 
many other buildings.

After the Service in St. Columba’s had 
concluded the coffin was borne out to the 
waiting gun carriage, and the procession, 
fully a mile long, passed through the 
silent streets to Westminster ‘Abbey. The 
route was lined with thousands of people, 
and the procession itself embodied soldiers 
of three nations, four Princes, and great 
military figures. 

Among the pall-bearers were Lord Haig's 
old comrades in arms—Marshal Foch. 
short. sturdy, and wistful of face, and 
Marshal Pétain ; Lord Methuen, alert and 
firm of step, despite his 82 years. Earl 
Jellicoe and Earl Beatty. Haig’s allies of 
the sea, walked side by side. 

Sergeant Secrett, for thirty years Lord 
Haig’s devoted servant, followed sorrow- 
fully behind the gun carriage. He led 
another old servant, the Earl's old charger, 
drooping his head as though he wnder- 
stood he would never again be with his 
master.
